THE UNKNOWN. 



The cemeteries of cities nrc like 
grcnt hotels where the close proxim- 
ity of tliirerent classes of life is not 
always happy. Tho walls of parti- 
tion seem to leak a secret horror of 
unrest; there is something of con- 
straint, of promiacuosity, of cold dig- 
nity in tin- obligatory relations of 
body to body. Here the dead arc not 
at home. 

In the graveyards of the country, 
among the thick flowering under- 
brush and the quiet of the wide fields, 
is a better repose for us nftcr our 
.stormy struggles. A cemetery thus 
situated, the center of farnaching 
horizons, inspires one with a doMN 
to die. To lie down here and sleep 

nema good. Hut most peaceful of 
all are the realms of the dead in ma- 
rine villages, at the ed>;e of the sea, 
within sound of the lulling of the 
running waves which sing an eter- 
nal song on the eternal sleep, amid 
the wail of the wind over the an- 
cient toinbs. 

One day about 15 years ago 1 
entered one of these places of su- 
preme rest beside the wnves on the 
Ureton coast, with its crosses point- 
ing toward heaven in a way which 
makes one think of eternity. Beside 
a little old church, beneath the shad- 
ow of a stono bell turret, slept the 
forefathers who, whether they had 
died in youth or in age, were all made 
. an equal age by accomplished time. 
And there was no sadness in the evi- 
dence of a fatal destiny, but rather 
a happy relief in the thought that 
the burden of suffering will not al- 
ways weigh down our poor shoulders 
and that sorrow has its prescribed 
limit. And pleasant, too, was the 
slow spelling out of the inscrip- 
tions on the tombs in the warmth 
of the sunlight which the fluttering, 
intoxicated bird* greeted withasweet 
delirium of song. Three centuries 

of Hum ie pa rated the old stones from 

the new, and a pence was made over 
all feuds here under the high crosses 
with outstretched anna, clear-cut 
against the green sen, standing in 
their eternal altitude of forgiveness. 

One tomb in the form of a chalice 
arrested my attention, and I read 
this singular epitaph: "Here Lie! an 
Unknown, December G, 1871. Tac- 
ita Transiit." (She has passed si- 
lently.) 

I wished to learn all that was 
known of her, and in the evening 1 
inquired in the village, and this is 
what I learned: 

In November of the year 18G0, 
on a night of lowering sky and raging 
Bea, as the inhabitants slept in their 
huts, which were shaken up by the 
squall, the dull boom of a cannon an- 
nounced the distress of a ship out on 
the waters across the promontory. 
At this time the little port did not 
possess a single lifeboat, and to at- 
tempt to depart in such a gale in 
the barks of the fishermen would be 
simply folly. Each one who heard 
the sound could only prny: "God 
help them!" Next morning the sea 
stretched wide under the blue sky, 
swept clear. Not a speck on the ho- 
rizon, nothing but the ripples of 
foam on the waves. So it had dis- 
appeared, foundered, the boat that 
had cried for help with a call of iron 
during that night of terror. The sad- 
ness of tlic disaster caused a silence 
among the fishermen, when sudden- 
ly down the strand a cry rose.

SALT WATER IN BOILERS, 

Experiment Prove; Fallacy of a Pop>- 
ular Idea. 

For some time past experiments 
have been made by engineering ex- 
perts at Poplar, England, to ascertain 
the effect of feeding one of the well- 
known Yarrow boilers will: salt u ater, 
says the N ew York Sun. ' This boiler,, 
as is familiar to all engineers, is of the 
express of small-tube type, having 
tubes about 1J inch diameter, as com- 
pared to the 4£ or 5-inch tubes of the 
type of water-tube boilers now be- 
ing introduced for battleships and 
large cruisers. It has been consid- 
ered, it seems, that the smaller tubes 
of the express boiler would be quickly 
stopped up in case salt water should 
gain access to them through a leaky 
condenser or other contingencies 
which must be provided against.. Now, 
the important point of information 
has been gained by these experiments 
which disproves such a theory; that 
is, the successful running of a boiler 
of this description for some time, 
using only sea water with a greater 
density — that is, a larger proportion 
of salt and other mineral constituents 

than would have been considered 
suitable even with the ordinary shell 
boilers. In other similar experiments 
favorable results are reported; tho 
boiler was continuously blown off, 
the adjustment being such as to main- 
tain the water in the boiler at a densi- 
ty of 3.32, or three times the density 
of sea water. The difficulty antici- 
pated in using such water was not only 
from incrustation of tubes, but from 
priming; no difficulty, however, arose 
from cith er of these.

Folly of Lining Beyond One's Means 
Plainly Shown. 

A visitor to one of the government 
offices where women are employed 
in one of our cities desires * to 
give an exact account of 
what he saw and heard there. 
He was conducted by the su- 
perintendent, an old man of large 
experience. The last room inspected 
was filled with women at work. 

The visitor remarked: "This is a 
higher class of women than that cm- 
ployed at the same work in some other 
kinds of business. These women 
have been educated, and have refined 
faces and voices. I should judge 
they are not used to manual labor of 
any kind." 

"They are not," was the reply. "In 
almost every case they are the widows 
ordaughtersof men whose incomedied 
with them, but who, while living, 
gave to their families luxuries beyond 
their means. 

"That young girl by the window 
was in fashionable society in New 
York two years ago. Her father, 
with a salary of $5,000, lived far be- 
yond his means. The woman in 
mourning is the widow of a physician 
whose income averaged $0,000. He 
probably spent eight. 

"That pale girl is the daughter of 
a master-builder, who lived com- 
fortably among his old friends until 
he was seized with political ambi- 
tion. He moved into a fine house, 
had his carriage, servants and gave 
balls. He died, and his daughter 
cams $12 a week, on which she sup- 
ports her mother. There is hardly 
a woman .here who is not the victim 
of the vulgar ambition which makes 
a family ape its wealthier neighbors 
in its outlay." 

"That is an ambition not peculiar 
to us Americans," said the visitor. 

"It is more common among us, be- 
cause in other countries social posi- 
tion depends upon birth, while hero 
it is usually fixed by money. How 
many families in every class do you 
know who are pretending to a larger 
pecuniary wealth than they have?"

A GREAT DIAMOND ROBBERY. 

Story cf a Crime in New York Told 
by a "Drummrr," 

Conversation had drifted to the 
subject of crime, and a group of men 
were Interested, "One of the clever- 
est robberies which ever took place 
in this country," said Thomas 
Springer, a traveling salesman for 
a Mniden lane house, "haa never been 
told in print. It was in 1HS7, and 
the Ratcher-"\Yil-(>n company, which 
had an office on the eighth floor of the 
Benedict building, at Cortlandt and 
Nassua streets, iu New York, was 
carrying one of the finest stocks of 
diamonds in the country. Oneafter- 
noon in December the cashier asked 
all the clerks to stay and work an hour 
longer than usual* that night. The 
office, n.s a rule, closed at six o'clock, 
but t ho boys agreed. About 6:50 
o'clock the cashier opened the win- 
dow 'to get a breath of air.' he said. 
A moment later oneof the clerks, who 
was watching him, suddenly saw him 
spring over the window ledge nnd dis- 
appear in the darkness. All of them 
rushed to the window, but so dark 
was it below that nothing could be 
distinguished. Hastily (ailing one 
of their number to watch the place, 
they ran for the elevator nnd shot 
down to reach the sidew alk just as a 
policeman rushed up and took charge 
of the prostrate body lying there. 
Life was extinct, and it was sent to 
the morgue. 

"At the inquest next day all of the 
clerks identified the mangled remains 
as those of the cashier because of the 
clothes, an emerald pin and a peculiar 
ring on the finger. His relatives were 
abroad, and the family attorney had 
him buried in his father's lot. No 
more was thought of it until the firm 
discovered 1 that diamonds valued at 
$40,000 were missing. The enshier 
was the only one who had had access 
to the vaults where these were kept. 
He was dead, they said, but he might 
have sold them to some one from 
whom they might recover them. 
Therefore a detective was hired. 

"The detective made reports about 
once a week for six months.

It was 
wrapped in carpet, and the janitor, on 
undoing it, according to instructi 
was horrified to find it was a cor 
He hastened to the cashier, who 
quieted him with more money, and 
told him to follow instructions. 

"At six o'clock that night the jan- 
itor was on the roof. After waiting 
nearly an hour he savv'u match flash 
in the darkness several stories below 
him. It was the signal. He threw 
the bundle over, then leaned across 
theledgeand watched. He saw a figure 
climb out on the cornice which ran 
around the building at every story, 
crawl along on it to the fire escape 
and clamber down into the darkness. 
When he came down f rom the roof he 
heard of the 'accident' for the first 
time, and said nothing until bribed 
by the detective to tell his story.

The 
farm is named Kiverside, and so is the 
railroad Station, at the front gale. 
Mr. Marshall bought this farm from 
tho Tenant heirs Several years ago.

ANIMAL FOODS AND HEALTH. 



There are various reasons for the 
almost universal use of animal foods 
as an article of diet. They arc par- 
ticularly rich in one of tho food ele- 
ments which is essential for the nour- 
ishment of the body. They have in 
them stimulating properties which 
leave upon many who eat them for the 
time being an invigoratujg effect. 

Again, many cooks have beeor 
quite skillful in preparing flesh foods 
in a variety of ways, while they a; 
unable from fruits, grains and veg 
tables to prepare palatable and app 
tizing dishes. While it is no doubt 
true that flesh foods properly pre- 
pared are less harmful to the system 
than some of the foods of the vcgeta r 
ble world, prepared in an indigestible 
manner, yet there are many reasons 
why meat forms an improper article 
of diet. 

It is the fibers of the meat which 
are of real food value. In the inter- 
stices, between these fibers, there is 
always more or less blood, waste mat- 
ter and various salts. When the ani- 
mal is killed tho blood leaves the 
body much as the water runs out of 
a .sponge when it is lifted put of the 
water, but for the same reason that 
the sponge still retains a large amount 
of moisture, so the flesh food contains 

orach blood. 

Dr. Paulson, writing in the Pacific 
Health Journal, says that this can be 
readily demonstrated by taking a 
piece of meat and putting it under a 
current of running water for a few 
hours, when we shall find the white, 
stringy fibers from whence the blood 
has been all washed away; but if this 
should now be eaten it would form 
an insipid and tasteless food, thus 
showing what really gives the flavor 
to meat is the products lodged be- 
tween its fibers and which can be 
washed away in the manner above 
mentioned. 

As the blood of the animal always 
contains a large proportion of poisons 
as the result of tissue breakdown, it 
must be clear at once that the indi- 
vidual who subsists upon flesh food 
must be continually, taking into h 
system poisons which would have 
been eliminated by the animal if it 
had lived. This has been demon- 
strated practically frequently. If a 
person who has been subsisting en- 
tirely upon a natural food allows flesh 
largely into his diet, the kid- 
neys at once eliminate several times 
much of poisonous substances as 
they did before. 

It is for this reason that all intelli- 
gent physicians advise the discontin- 
uance 01 meat during fever, which is 
a condition in which tho body is al- 
ready over-saUirate'd with poison; 

In kidney diseases, when those 
organs are not able to carry off even 
the waste which is made by the body 
itself— N . Y. Ledger.

Such 
indulgence, if unrestricted and habit- 
ual, taxes both the assimilative and 
the excretory organs to their highest 
capacity, especially when coupled 
with sedentary life, and moreover it 
lends an additional impetus to the 
evils springing from the use of im- 
proper quality of food, which have al- 
ready been considered. The human 
elaborating and excretory mechanism 
was evidently adjusted for ordinary 
wear and tear to an average limited 
period of about 70 years. Under 40 
per cent, of extra work wc must nat- 
urally expect impairment or break- 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should, therefore, excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of 
our well-to-do people die from 
Bright's disease, and allied diseases 
at 50 or 55, who should, and under 
properly regulated lives and habits 
would have attained the natural ages 
of 70 or over. Paradoxical though it 
may seem, such people usually spring 
from exceptionally healthy stock, and 
often point with pride to the fact that 
their immediate ancestors lived to ad- 
vanced ages of 80 years or more. This 
paradox, however, is more apparent 
than real, for investigation will usual- 
ly reveal the fact that, for the most 
part, the parents in such cases were 
people of more simple habits, such 
as corresponded with New England 
life 75 or 100 years ago. The truth 
is that the. well-to-do man of to-day 
lives in a faster age than that of his 
father and grandfather; he meets 
with greater opportunities and possi- 
bilities and therefore greater stimu- 
lus to all his energies; he more easily 
acquires pecuniary resources, and in

Rise and Fall of tho Straw Hat In. 
duatry of Tuscany. 
An biteri sting report of the straw 
hat industry of Tuacany by .Mr. Lin- 
ard. of the "British consulate gt neral 
at Florence, has recently been pub- 
lish by the foreign office, snvs the 
London Times. Tho Induatry laol 
considerable antiquity, and was of 
some importance at the close of the 
sixteenth century, when it was car- 
ried on at Signa" a village near Flor- 
ence, the straw being imported. In 
1718 attempts were first made to 
grow tho wheat in a particular way, 
so as to procure a fine white straw 
suitable for planting. These were 
successful, and, the fashion for wear- 
ing the so-called Leghorn hats ex- 
tending, tho industry became highly 
prosperous, and in 1822 gave • •mploy- 
raent to 80,000 perosns. In 1826 it 
suffered greatly by the introduction 
in England of "the manufacture of a 
particular style of hat with Floren- 
tine braids, but it revived with the 
discovery of the system of 11 straw 
braids by which 11 straws Of ends 
were joined together so as to form an 
extended sheet of plaited work. Va- 
rious other improvements led to the 
invention of the once-famous cap- 
potte, or Leghorn hat in 13 braids, 
in the shape of a sugar-loaf, and made 
of 125 or 300 strips of braid. These 
hats, when in fashion, sometimes 
cost from £16 to £33 each. In 1870 
the industry reached its zenith, and

SIBERIAN MINING. 

Freezing Processes Used by Engi- 
n?ers for Excavation. 
In mining for gold in Siberia the 
ground is kept clear of snow, so as to 
permit the cold to penetrate as deeply 
as possible, after which the surface 
is thawed by fires until a shallow laver 
of earth can be removed. The freez- 
ing is then allowed to proceed, and 
the thawing operation repeated, and 
this is continued as long as the cold 
weather lasts. In this way, through 
the long Siberian winters, open ex- 
cavations are made to the gold-bear- 
ing rocks, the depth attained being 
from 25 to 75 feet, according to the 
duration of the cold season. 

Artificial cold for purposes of ex- 
cavation was used first by Poetsch in 
1883; by this well-known process of 
tho circulation of cold brine through 
a series of buried pipes the most dif- 
ficult quicksand may be made hard 
enough to be excavated like rock. In 
the article under consideration are 
given general illustrations and de- 
tails of the apparatus used in sinking 
the shaft at tho Courriercs mines, to- 
gether with formulas enabling the 
safe thickness of frozen wall to be 
computed for round or square shafts 
of any given 

Among the important applications 
of the freezing process are noted tin 
sinking of the shafts for the cylinders 
of the hydraulic elevator for the canal 
lift of a Les Fountiuettes, and the con- 
struction of a tunnel at Stockholm. 
The latter work was executed entirely 
by the introduction of cold air into 
the working chamber at the head of 
the tunnel, the cold preventing tho 
ltration of water until the beton 
lining was built, and the work of ex- 
vavating and lining being carried on 
at temperatures ranging between 
zero and 25 degrees F. — Engineering
